Reconstruction, bf the Union, 
Some days since wé trok occasion to say. 
‘that ia our judgment the .reconstruction of 
the Union would be accomplished by the vol- 


‘untary return of the several rebellious States, 
through the action of their people in depos- 
ing. the rebel authorities, repudiating the. 
rebel Confederate Government, reorganizing 
their State Legislatures. and Executives, re- 
newing their allegiance to the Constitation of 
the United States, and sending members to 
represent them in both Houses of the National 
Congress. We endeavored also, though brief- 
ly, to answer some of the objections that are 
likely to be urged to such a view of the case. 
We direct’ the attention of those who 
may consider such a method of  restor- 
(ing the. Union, ~impracticable, to a 
letter from. Washington which -we publish 
in another part of this morning’s Tras. The 
writer enters more fully into the general sub- 
ject than we have done hitherto, and sets 
forth many considerations. connected with: it 
which are well worthy of attention. .. What is 
specially worthy of notice is the fact, stated 


clearly and in detail inthis letter, that 


this process is silently but steadily 
going forward, and that it has already

ful. The swift, powerful and positive currant of 
opinion swept into. its volume the great and stag-. 
nant masses—and at last by’ its ‘rush and sweep 
forced even antagonistic elements to join it, Thus 


at last By a common course and common strug-. 


gles, the State formed a compact body, at war with 
the National Government. For about as.great a 
length of time as the war taged in Missouri, or 
for about a year, it raged in Tennessée. But as 
in Missouri, so in Tennessee, fortune was 
the rebels, until at last we have come to 
command and occupy the State from Fort Don- 
‘¢lson'to Winchester, from McMinnville to Mem- 
phis; andthe rebel army has been driven to ‘the 
southern side of the Tennessee River. This re- 
sult hed hardly been achieved before the Union 
element—the element which had still remained 
| really Joyal, notwithstanding all thet had teken 
place—began once more to reassert itself. .An- 
paw Jounson, who had been appointed Military 
Governor by the President, and who ‘had resided 
in Nashville since shortly after its capture, had 
“orgenized the loyalists here and there in the va- 
rious counties. These were joined by those who 
began to see that the rebellion was hopeless, who 
began to long for peace; and for a return to busi- 
‘ness and the ordinary pursuits and profits of life. 
These various classes have attained such strength 
that they have at last fairly commenced the work 
of the political reorganization of the State as a 
member of the Union. A State Convention, in 
which between forty and fifty counties were rep- 
Téesented (about half of the State) by about 200 
members, met at Nashville on the Ist of July last, 
and continued in session till the 7th. The 
Convention recommended the election of a 
Legislature, jto reéstablish civil government, 
Oourts and Jaws, and restore the State to 
the allegiance which, in an hour of madness, 
it had flung off. .Tnis,programme will be, 
carried ont.in Tennessee ; and probably by next 
Spring the State will occupy the same position in 
the Union now held .by Missouri. In one. sense, 
or so far as political privileges and franchises are 
concerned, it will resume the status que ante bel- 
lum—though in the sense in which I formerly 
denied that this or any other rebel State would 
‘ever resume the sfatus quo, [ deny ft still. 
As regards the domestic and political institution 
of Slavery, too, Tennessee will undoubtedly fol- 
low voluntarily in the footsteps of Missouri. 

4. Thus in one, or in more than one, lately rebel 

Blale, we see the process of reconstruction and 
reunion already completed ; and in anothes, or in 
others, we see it well advanced, or entering upon 
its initial stages. Those who are so bosy with 
their fantastical, divergent and contradictory the- 
Gries and speculations esto how the Union is to 
be, or may be rebuilt, seem entirely to overlook 
these great prectical processes and facts which 
‘@xist and are going on before their eyes. Even 
while they are wrangling and quarreling about 
plans, the work is progressing upon a plan of its 
oon. The general impression seems to be that, 
somehow or other, the Bouthern Confederacy is 
going tocome back to the Union in mass—that 
there, is going to be some sort of a grand 
surrénder ‘On the part of Jerr. Davis and the 
rebel army, or else that the existing rebel State 
authorities—the authorities of Virginia, the Caro- 
linas, GeOrgia, Alabama and the other Southern 
States—are going to make forma! application to 
Congress for their reinstatement in the Union. 
But neither one nor the other of these things is at 
all likely to take place,—though it is quite proba- 
bié that-there are one or two Southern States 
that will not go through the revolutionary circle 
“described by the two States upon whichT have 
descanted.. Secession was accomplished State 
by. Btate, and the movement extended over many 
Inonths. Reconstruction likewise will be accom- 
plished State by State, after the fashion of Mis- 
sourl, West. Virginia. and Tennessee, though it 
may require years for ite completion. 


As the State of Tennessee is, militarily speak- 
ing, at our feet, so also are the States of Missis- 
sippi.and Louisiana... In both of these States the 
new political movement is much behind the point 
it has reached in Tennessee, es is natural, since it 
is but lately that they have fallen completely un- 
der our arms.. In Louisiana there, have been for 
‘some time two contending factions of Unionists 
+the radieal faetion, which demands reconstruc- 
tion only on the basis Of Abolition, and the plant- 
ing faction, which has held one or two importent 
meetings, and has sent on, a delegation to Wash- 
ington'to represent its interests end desires, Dur- 
ing the coming Winter the movement, as a whole. 

will doubtless acquire more consistency and a 
more intelligible shape. Even in the State of Mis- 
Sissippi, which in.ultra Pro-Slaveryism and ultra 
Seregsionism has been the twin sister of South 
Oarolina, there ‘has appeared, since the fall of 

Vickeburgh and Jackson, a nucleus of Unionisem. 

While Gen. Saexman with his army was at the 
+ State capital; prominent planters and:politicians 
spoke freely to him upon the subject, and ex- 
pressed the most anxious desire ‘for @ return to 
the old’ Union. When the whole population of 
‘the State see the rebel army beyond the *Tombig- 
bee, and the Confederacy shattered and in ruins, 
they will hasten to rebuild their house upon new 
and enduring foundations, even the foundations 
of the Union, 

~ Nor will the movement stop here. The frosts 
of the coming Winter will not, I believe, have 
passed away before it will have extended into 

Alabama, where loyalty has a root deep in the 
‘soil'and firm in the hearts of many of the people. 
Even ss I-write, our army in Bastern Ar 

under Gen, Sreszz, has turned its. face and 
its footstep, toward the ‘capital ‘of that State, 
and ‘its gmarch ‘thitherward will certainly be a 
| triamphat one.“ Gen’ Banxs, too, will not let 
the year pass away without planting his banners 
de gx? the ‘Sabine’ Biver, onthe soil of Texas. 
d who can doubt that when the repressive 
wai the rebels dre driven ftom the three 
tioned, we shall witness the shoot- 
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constitution is broken beyond the power of medi- 
cine. ; 

In-the meantime, while the work of demolish- 
ing the rebel armies and of reconstructing the. 
rebel States is progressing so satisfactorily, one 
with the other, why should the country be rent 
by heated discussions of opposing-factions as to 
how ‘and on what conditions reunion i¢ tobe 
brought about, and particularly when it is evi- 
dent that the Power which is bringing it about 


“does not cofsult with either faction? 


In these brief notes: I have only attempted to 
show the past and present opetation of events,
